It: isthe -contention. of |New" Jer- 
sey that the garbage washed ashore 
on the Jersey ‘beaches comes from 
the scows which dump New ‘York’s 
garbage at sea. The unloading is 
supposed to be done about twenty 
miles off. the Jersey and ‘the Long 
Island shores. Such parts’as do not 
sink are carried by wind and tide. 
New Jersey asserts that when the 
winds are easterly much of Manhat- 
tan’s sea-borne garbage is washed 
ashore on Jersey beaches. On occa- 
sions this rubbish.piles up a. foot 
or more deep, 

New *York City denies ‘that it is 
responsible,’ It has beén denying for 
years that ‘there is any connection 
between the refuse, dumped .over- 
board and the litter on the Long 
Island beaches. The mere sugges- 
tion that .it might play a part in the 
fouling of New Jersey's beaches it 
regards as little short of an insult.
